Before he 
took his departure, it is charged, he 
told Miss Norton that he would poi 
son everybody in the family and burn 
down the house. Miss Norton paid lit 
tie attention to his threats and soon 
forgot all about them. 


Taken III at Dinner. 
At dinner Sunday night Miss Nor 
ton and the other m em bers of the 
household partook of blackberries aud 
cream and immediately afterw ard be­ 
cam e deathly sick. 
Besides Miss Nor 
ton those affected were her uncle. Mr. 
H arper; E. II. Newton, a drug clerk, 
and a negress w ho Is Miss Norton a 
cook. 
Drs. McDonald and Bergen 
were 
summoned, but before either physician 
reached the place it was dlacovered 
that the house was ou fire in the attic. 
An alarm was turned in. and the fire 
men arrived at the house before the 
physicians They found the mem bers 
of the household Buffering greatly and 
unable to do anything to stay the pro­ 
gress of the flames The firemen made 
short work of the fire aud the dam ­ 
age done was not great.
